A MUST for 
This Session 


Speaker Rayburn has reported to the 
House that President Roosevelt will not send 
up his monopoly message until the next ses- 
sion of Congress. 

This news comes as a disappointment to 
the American people, 

Through the speeches of Robert H. Jack- 
son and through remarks of the President 
himself, the administration handed down a 
telling indictntent of the monopolies at the 
time of the Jackson Day dinners. 

This indictment was heard with the 
greatest enthusiasm by the masses of the 
country who looked forward to having the 
President’s promised message delivered at 
this session with legislative action to follow 
at once. 

What has happened since the Jackson 
Day dinners? The economic crisis, which the 
sabotage of the monopolies had aggravated 
in the first place, has gripped the country. 
Meanwhile, that sabotage is now actually on 
the increase, with the people facing the hor- 
rors of another 1929-1933. 

The Tories urge that all consideration of 
monopoly legislation be postponed until the 
next session under the excuse that the prob- 
lem is complicated and that Congress is 
anxious to get home for the election prima- 
ries. Coming from the Tories, this excuse is 
a sham. What they really want is a further 
“breathing spell” so.that the monopolies can 
continue their sabotage unchecked. 


Postponement of the monopoly message 
will in no way strengthen the New Deal and 
progressive forces in their fight against the 
Tories. It will give the monopolies further 
time to wreak havoc upon the country, while 
the Tories will demagogically lay the respon- 
sibility at the door of the New Deal. 

The liberals in Congress must see that 
the cause for which they stand—and along 
with it their own destinies at the polls— 
depends in large measure upon the speed 
with which the brakes are applied to the 
monopolies of the country. A message 
against the monopolies from the President 
at this session, would be in line with his 
promise not to “let the people down.”
